Rome, Sept. 18.—The Italian Government 
has received a dispatch from Rio de Janeiro, 
Gated yesterday, saying that Admiral 

Doe Mellos has informed the representatives 
of the foreign powers at Rio tuat the vessels 

ot the insurgent squadron would open fire 
upon the city’s defenses after 9 o'clock this 
morning (Wednesday). The forts in the bay 
will be first attacked separately, it is de- 
lieved, and upon the result of this bom- 
bardment the future movements of the 
rebels would be decided. 

In consequence of this announcement ar- 
rangements bave been made to send over the 
foreign warships and the merchants’ vesseis 
at Rio to positions outside the line of fire. A 
British gunboat was to leave the Bay of Rio 
de Janeiro at an early hour this morning, in 
order to warn all incoming vessels to stay off 
the coast until the fate of Rio de Janeiro is 
learned. Much anxiety is expressed in Rio 
de Janeiro as to the fate of the city in the 
event of the success of the rebels, for in spite 
of the dispatches sent out by the Brazilian 
Government, doubts are expressed as to the 
loyalty of the forts at Villegapon and 
other places in the bay. 

ARE THEY LOYAL? 

The garrisons of the bay forts may, 
at the exchange of a few shots, @haul 
down their fag and join issues with the 
rebels. The Government, however, seems to 
be confident thatthe garrisons of the forts 
are loyal, andthat thetroops in the city 
proper, in any case, will support the present 
authorities even if the forts surrender. 

The successful manner in which the Gov- 
ernment’s police and troops repulsed two 
previous attacks upon Nitherohi is cited as 
evidence that the rebels will meet witha 
warm reception on all sides. 

There are those, however, who doubt the 
truth of the engagement between the rebels 
and the Government’s defenders and remind 
peopie that the report came from the Gov- 


ernment side of the question, the rebels not 
having the opportunity of communicating 
their n the affairs to the outside 
world.

THE NAVY IN REVOLTS. 

The cause of the revolt has not been clearly 
stated in reports from the Brazilian capital, 
but the reason assigned is dissatisfaction of 
a part of the people with President Peixoto’s 
course in vetoing an act of Oongress 
concerning the succession to the presidency.

BLOOD EVERYWHERE. 


A Revolting Murder Committed at De- 
troit’s Dock. 


DeTrort, Mich., Sept. 18.—A horrible mur- 
der was committed some time last night at 
the dock at the foot of Randolph street. The 
head and face of the victim are hacked and 
battered almost heyond reongnition.. The 
body was discovered this morning on top of 
a pile of stone. Although it had rained hard 
during the night, traces of the bloody crime 


were everywhere. A big piece of bloody 
cloth lay near the head, and the surrounding 
stones were spattered with biood. Pieces of 
clotted hair adhered toa stone as if the un- 
fortanate’s head had been jammed against it 
to make his death sure. The man was 
dressed in sallor garb. There is no clew to 
the murderers. 


TO MURDER CLEVELAND. 


Scheme by Which He and Hoke Smith 
Were To Be Assassinated. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 18.—One of the most 
despicable schemes of which a man could be 
guilty was laid bare in the local pension office 
in the Federal Building yesterday. A pen- 
sion attorney has been urging the old soldiers 
to organize and assassinate President Gro- 
ver Cleveland and Secretary Hoke Smith of 
the Department of the Interior. The man is 
reputed to be of sound mind, butin the light 
of his infamous scheme his reputation on 
that point will likely need investigation. 
The pension attorney has been enraged at 
Secretary Smith’s endeavor to make the pen- 
sion lists rolls of honor. He says it is an 
attemptto starve the old soldiers, and that 
the only way to stopitis toassassinate the 
President and Secretary. The pension agent 
isnot a Pittsburger, it is sad, although his 
identity is kept a secret forthe present. The 
foolish attorney has made himself liable to 
charges of inciting treason. 


UNION WORKMAN KILLED.

MaTToon, III., Sept. 18.—Frank H. Mat- 
thews, a union machinist, was shot and 
killed in this city, last evening. Richard

BITTER FIGHT. 


Expected in Connection With the 
Federal Election Law. 


Bill Repealing the Measure to Be Pre- 
sented in the House To- Morrow. 


THE PARTY DEBATE LIKELY TO BE A 
LONG AND HOT ONE. 


The Republicens Say They Will Wait at 
Least a Month and Wr. Tucker, Who 
Has the Bill in Charge, Says There Will 
Be No Limit Placed on Relevant Dis- 
cussion—Filibustering, However, Will 

Congress and 


Washington. 


WasnHiIncTonr, D. C., Sept. 18.—Though the 
bill to repeal the Federal election laws is to 
be presented to-morrow in the House, it is 
not atall probable that the dedate on the 
measure will begin before Friday. How long 
the discussion will last is an unsettied ques- 
tion. The Republicans say that they will 
walt at least a month, and Mr. Tucker of 
Virginia, who has the Dill in charge, says 
that there will be no limit placed upon 
speeches in the line of legitimate discussion, 
but as soon as it is apparent the minority is 
filibustering, the Committee on Rules will be 
invoked foranorder which shallcompel a. 
vote. 

There isa good deal of opposition mani- 
fested, even on the Democratic side, to the 
present consideration of a proposition to re- 
peal the Federal election laws. It is claimed 
that it will detract attention from the Senate 
and in this way, as wellas by angering the 
Republicans, will endanger the cause of re- 
peal. The answer of the Southern Democrats 
to this comment is brief, but to the point. 
They say that they have already sacrificed 
their opinions onthe silver question to the 
position of the Administration, and they 
cannot go back to their constituents unless 
something is done that is directly desired by 
their section. Apart from this thereis a 
general desire on the part of the Democratic 
leaders to have some questions brought for- 
ward upon which the political lines can be 
visibly drawn. They point out that the 
Democratic party is not a unit upon silver or 
upon the State bank tax or the income tax, 
and there are differences of opinion as to the 
extent to which tariff revision should go. On 
the question of abolition of Federal forces at 
the polls there is no division of sentiment. 
The leading Democrats are unanimous in the 
hope that there will be a very lively political 
fight on the repealof the election laws, It 
has been so long since there bas been a 
genuine political ight in the House that it 
will be welcomed not only by the Democrats 
but by the RepuDlicans. 

The exact programme which the Republic- 
ans will follow in their opposition to the re- 
peal of the Federal election laws has not yet 
been made known. Asa matter of fact, the 
secrecy which is being observed is not with- 
out a purpose, the minority being afraid of 
disclosing its plan of campaign to the enemy, 
All that they will say is to repeat their deter- 
mination to fight until they can no longer 
hold out. The debate, as already indicated, 
promises to be very bitter. 


Mr. Johnson of North Dakota, who 1s pro- 
paras the minority report on the Tucker 
lll, repealing all existing statutes re- 
lating to the appointment of Fed. 
eral Supervisors or Deputy Marshals 
for use at the polls, says that the report will 
deal lar gov with the question of the consti- 
tutionality of those laws, which is 
denied the majority. His re- 
port go into the arguments 
used in Con ss at the time those laws were 
passed, and will cite the decisionsof the 
Supreme Court construing them. On the 
uestion of their expediency, which 
the majority also denies, the re. 
port will e the stock argu- 
ment from the Republican standpoint. 
Mr. Johnson expresses the opinion that 
Republicans will onty ask for a full and free 
discussion of the merits of the Tucker bill 
and will not resort to filibustering tactics to 
delay or defeat its passage. 


THE TARIFF HEARINGS. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The tariff hearings 
were continued before the Ways and Means 
Committee to-day, representatives of the 
glass industry having the floor. Mr. E. A. 
Hitchcock of St. Louis, representing the 
Crystal Plate Glass Co., ask the 
committee in behalf of this inter- 
est as well as the labor interests

CLUBBED TO DEATH. 


A Confession Clearing Up the Mystery 
’ of David Boyer’s Death. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 13.—In November, 
1891, David Boyer, a wealthy and infiuential 
citizen of Cooke County, disappeared and his 
son circulated the story that he had sold him 
his farm and had gone West, This 


story was not satisfactory to 
many, among whom was G. oyer, 
brother of the missing man, who was quietly 
making inquiries all over the West. Besides 
rumors of foul play were being freely circu- 
lated. Some time inthe wintera couple of 
hunters were attracted to a cave on the 
David Boyer farm, from which there camea 
bad odor and the presence of green filles con- 
vinced them that there was something dead 
near. 

This reached the ears of C. F. Boyer, who 
in March, 1892, with some friends, went to the 
farm and examined the cave with the result 
of finding a body; which was identified as 
that of David Boyer. Atthetime the search 
was being made Wash Boyer tried to escape, 
but was captured in a cave a few hours later, 
He was tried forthe crime and a jury saved 
his neck by bringing in a verdict of murder 
in the second degree, for which he was sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for wren years. 

The deed which Wash had to the farm 
was declared to a forgery and 
he, with Rufus Holt, who signed 
the deed as witness, were tried for forgery, 
Wash getting eight years and Holt four years 
in the penitentiary. He has been confined in 
the county jail in Newport since last Circuit 
Court, and to-daya confession which Holt 
made on Aug. 29 was made bite. He says 
that he and Wash were out in the woods to- 

ther when the old man came up and Wash 
kek a stick and knocked his father down 
and beat him to death.

Mrs. Cevasco Replies to Commander Del- 
lacella’s Comments. 

Mrs. Julia A. Cevasco, a prominent lady in 
the St. Louis Itallan colony, who was the 
leading spirit in the work of raising funds 
for the Columbian celebration, is greatly 
annoyed at the differences which have arisen 
and culminated in the issuing of a peace war- 
rant, at the request of Mr. Stephen Della- 
cella, against her brother, Mr. David 


Ce vasco. 

Concerning the troubles which have arisen 
in bringing the lady into an uncesirabie 
prominence, Mrs, Cevasco yesterday said: 

Last year the Italian ladies of St. Louis 
fixed upon me as the lady representative in 
the arrangements for raising a fund for the 
Columbian festivities. Mr. Dellacella was 
chosenasthe men’s representative. I be- 
gan the work with ail the energy I could 
command, and was given the most untiring 
assistance by the prominent Italian ladies of 
St. Louls. Though late, I mast take this pe 
culiar opportunity to pay them the comp 
ment of having labored with unabated inter- 
ost to make a successof the task intrusted 


to me. 

At first I was slow to begin the work, owing 
to the fact that Mr. Dellacella was very 
backward in the undertaking. It was only 
after seeing him that I believed that it was 
necessary forme to work single-handed to 
make a success. I accordingly arranged for 
the entertainments, had the tickets printed, 
and went to a personal expense of $250. 
not knowing whatthe outcome might be, but 
ready tolosethat amount of money inthe 
cause if it proved a failure. 

After the tickets were printed Mr. Della 
cella insisted on an autograph signature on 
each ticket, and asked that 1 have two auto- 
graph stamps made of my signature, one of 
which he would keep and the other of which 
should be for me.

Among resolutions so far introduced and 
referred are: One to limit the maximum 
salary of the Supreme Treasurer to 
$1,500, of the Supreme Councilor to $2,500, 
of the Supreme Recorder to $2,000; one to 
cause any member entering or ongpeging in 
any form, or being interested or employed in 
the trame of intoxicating liquors, to be 
thereby suspended from the order; one to 
prevent change in rates of cost for female 
applicants or members, and that they be ac- 
cepted and retained at same rates and on 
same basis as male members. 

The Committee on Laws and Legislation 
remained at work and did not partake in the

A GREAT DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The Councilors of the city of Dublin 
have voted to deprive the World’s Fair of 
the most impressive exhibition of official 
dignity with which the New World has 
been favored, the ceremonial receptions of 
visiting royalty by municipal authorities 
not excepted. 

The Rt. Hon. James Shanks, Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, will not visit the World’s Fair 
instate. Acablegram announces that the 
Countilors, aftera row and an angry dis- 
cussion, have voted not to allow Lord 
Mayor Shanks to take with him the town 
clerk, mace-bearer, sword-bearer and 
other official attendants. The Lord Mayor 
will be compelled to go as a private citi- 
zen and will not be able to let all the 
American people who have the privilege of 
seeing him, know that he is Lord Mayor 
of Dublin and to impress them with the 
sublime dignity of the office and his own 
importance when he is at home. 

We do not know what motive prompted 
the Dublin Councilors to do this, 
whether it was caused by political diifer- 
ences, disappointment over the patron- 
age or personal jealousy, but they have 
done a mean and unwise thing. It was 
mean because they have deprived Lord 
Mayor Shanks of the privilege of grati- 
fying his official vanity and the American 
people of the delight of seeing a Lord 
| Mayor make a holy show’’ of himself. 
They have also deprived Americans of the 
enjoyment of unique receptions in the 
various cities through which the Lord 
Mayor might pass. Ofcourse, Mayor Gil- 
roy, Mayor Harrison, Mayor Walbridge 
and other American Mayors have no ex- 
hibition town clerks, mace bearers, sword 
bearers or insignia of office, but they could 
put on dress suits, enlist some impressive 
Aldermen, borrow some club bearer’ from 
the chiefs of police, run in a bearer of the 
official pen and a bearer of the contingent 
fund and thus preserve their dignity from 
utter extinction in the glory of their 
mayoral visitor. 

The councilors have acted foolishly, 
because if they had it in’’ for his honor 
they could not get sweeter revenge than 
by sending him to this country with his 
full insignia of office and train of official 
attendants. Then after reading the arti- 
cles about him in the American news- 
papers they could have them reprinted in 
the Dublin press, and the Rt. Hon. James 
Shanks would never come back unless his 
nerve is monumental.

Thé most remarkable thing about Maj. 
McKinley’s opening campaign speech is 
the evidence it offers that he doesn’t know 
that'McKinleyiam is a dead issue.

Nature’s Law and McKinley Law. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The monopolistic and protectionist press 
throughout this entire country is now putting 
forth superhuman efforts in an attempt to 
make the people believe that the fear ofa 


reduction in the tariff is responsible for the 
present industrial depression. It is a ques- 
tion whether the monopolists really fear 2 
substantial reductions in the present tariff; 
but assuming that they do, for the sake of 
argument, it is by no means clear that the 
aforesaid fear on the part of protected capi - 
talists would bring about the present state of 
affairs.” Protectionists see only one side of 
trade. They assume that capital now in- 
vested in protected industries would remain 
idle if the tariff?’ were to be abolished. It 
seems to the writer that when the Almighty 
created this earth and gave different 
localities certain kinds of soil and 
climate in which to roduce cer- 
tain kinds of wealth the ‘‘divine intent’’ 
was that the people who inhabit these differ- 
ent localities should exchange their prod- 
ucts. Protectionists do not seem to De 
able to grasp this self-evident fact. Under 
free exchanges all kinds of goods would be 
produced where nature intended that the 

should be produced, and the people ofall 
countries participating in such free 3 
of products would be gainers. It is a well- 
known fact that the majority of what are 
commonly called working people“ in most 
European countries hardly know the taste of 
our farm products, including bread made 
from wheat; still, our farmers complain that 
there is not sufficient demand for wheat to 
enable them to sell it at paying prices. 
What is true of Wheat is also true of nearly 
all farm products. Would it not be better for 
the people of this country and other 
countries if we would take down the 
tariff wall and allow the latter to sell to us, 
free from duties of any nature, all kinds of 
goods which they can produce better than 
we? It is true that by so doing there would 
be a greater demand ip European countries 
for workmen, and consequently higher 
wages, but would it not also lessen the 
amount of so-called ‘*pauper labor, which 
every day landson our shores to compete 
against the American workmen for employ- 
ment, and, again, these European working- 
men would be gladand anxious to buy our 
surplus products, whieh they cannot now 
buy for the simple reason that they are un- 
a ble to do so. Our farmers and mannufac- 
turers would soon nd an increased market 
forall the goods which can profitably be 
produced in this country. Oapital engaged in 
industries which cannot survive without 
assistance unwillingly wrung from the peo- 
ple, would then flow into industries which 
need no assistance other than a free fleld 

and the people ofthis entire country would 
not be compelled to sell their labor in a free 
trade market’’ and supply their wants from 
a protected mar«et.’’ it should always be 
remembered that other countries are cus- 
tomers for our surplus products, and that we 
cannot decrease the purchasing power of our 
customers without injuring ourselves, No 
country can thrive on protection.“ It is 
immoral in principle and contrary to the 
laws of nature, and no individual or nation 
can Violate the moral law, which is nature’s 
law, Without stfering nature’s punishment. 
If nature had not intended people to trade, 
the whole universe would have been differ- 
ently constructed. Isay this with all due re- 
spect to Mr. McKinley of Ohio. J. F. B. 


Practical Bimetallism.

The great enemy tothe introduction of the 
use of gold and silver into circulation in 
this country is paper money of small denom- 
ination. This is especially the case in regard 


to sllver; if the $1 and $2 greenbacks were 
retired the banks would be forced to pay out 
silver dollars in their stead. I see that MF. 
J. S. Scully, cashier of the Diamond National 
Bank of Pittsburg, claims this idea as origi- 
nal. The writer has talked and written upon 
this subject ever since our reputed return to 
a specie basis, but does not lay claim to any 
originality in the matter; it’s a part 
of the history of every. country where paper 
money has ever been used that small bills 
Grive gold and sliver out of circulation. In 
1832 Daniel Webster deprecated the small 
bank note currency asthe cause of the evil 
and says, ‘‘Why have we so small amount of 
specie in circulation?’’ Certainly the only 
reason is because we do not require more. 
We have but to ask its presence and it would 
return. But we voluntarily banish it by the 
great amount of small bank notes. How is it 
possible under such circumstances to retain 
specie in circulation? Al experience shows 
it to be impossible; the paper will take the 
place of gold and sliver. hen Mr. Pitt in 
the year 1797 proposed in Parliament to 
authorize the Bank of England to issue £1 
notes Mr. Burke 1 sick in Bath from an 
illness from whieh ihe never recovered, and 
he is said to have written to the late Mr. 
Channing: ‘‘Tell Mr. Pitt it he consents to 
the issuing of £1 notes he must never expect 
to see a guinea again.

Fund Ordinances. 


HE SAYS HE DID 
THEIR INTRODUCTION. 


The City’s Legal Adviser Holds That the 
Ordinances to Be Considered at the 
Special Session of the Assembly Are 
Unnecessary — Harbor Commissioner 


Able Aroused. 


The special session of the Municipal Assem- 
bly will convene to-morrow night, and from 
present prospects it promises to be an un- 
usually lively and interesting one. Among 
the objects for which it was called, as stated 
in the Mayor’s proclamation, is one which 18 
creating a stir, not only in the 
office of the Harbor and Wharf Commis- 
sioner, but also among the steamboat men 
on the river, This object as stated is to 
repeal sec. 242 of ordinance 17,188 of revision 
of 1893. As the section is not cited, but few 
people paid any attention to it and it has 


been allowed to pass by unnoticed, 
A reporter of the Post-Dispatch asked 


Mayor Walbridge what the object of the re- 
peal was, and he said he had not investi- 


gated it, 
„It is something in connection with: the 


harbor fund, he said, and the appropria- 
tion of that $75,000 for the New City Hall. 
I embodied it in the proclamation 


at the request of the Comptroller and Mr. 
Gabel. They consulted the City Counselor 
on the subject, and you Can learn all about 
it from them.’’ 

Comptroller Sturgeon was next seen and 
he appeared to be as much at sea over 
the matter as the Mayor. He had two 
ordinances drawn up y Mr. Gabel 
one of which provided forthe repeal of the 
above-named section and the other for the 
appropriation of $75,000 from the municipal 
revenue for the new City Hall. 

„The object, as I understand it,“ said Mr.

Mr. Stiefel 
has Very little success with the horses 
ever he made his debut as a partner 

two years ago inthe ownership ofthe well 
Known Gambrinus stable. The organiza- 
tion of this string, wasthe resultof one of 
the biggest killings ever made on the West- 
ern turf. Stiefel and his partner, J. W. 
Beharr, formerly a brewery magnate in 
this city, but now a resident of Memphis, 
_ Commenced to take an interest in horse 
' facing during the summer campaign of 1891. 
While on the hunt for good information the 
pair fell in with Johnny Garcia, trainer of 
the string racea by Robert J. Lucas, the local 
millionaire turfman. Garcia touted them 
successfully all that summer, and with their 
Onancial backing behind him, made prepa- 
rations fora gigantic killing with one of his 
employer’s horses in the fall. 
After much deliberation, Latonia was set- 
tled upon as the best track on which to put 
the good thing over the plate, and Alfred K., 
a maiden 3 -Jear-old gelding by Athlete (now 
dead), was the horse selected asthe medium 
for the plange. Garcia took Alfred K. and the 
rest of Mr. Lucas’ string over to Latonia,and 
no one but Stiefel, Scharr and Garcia 
head an inkling of what was under 
way. Mr. Lucas, of course, knew his 
horse was in fair shape, and was 
eparing to piace a small commission on 
Eis Arat start.

CAN HARDLY RECOVER. 


Operation Performed on Rev. Brown, Ac- 
cidently Shot by His Stepbrother. 


An operation was performed last evening 
by Dr. Marks upon Rev. J.B. Brown,colored, 
who was accidently shot by his stepbrother, 
John Allen, at 640 Holly street.

HARRIGAN’S DISCOVERY. 


The Chief Will Bring Down the Law on 
Dealers in Dynamite. 


Chief of Police Harrigan this morning had 
his attention directed to a law passed by the 
ast General Assembly of the State, which 
he thinks can be enforced with great benefit 
In baulking the enterprises of 
future would-be train robbers in 
this State. The act in question 
regulate the purchase and sale of dynamite, 

giant powder, nitro- glycerine and all kindred 
explosives. It is described as An act to 
amend chapter 67 ot the Revised Statutes of 
the State of Missouri. 1889, relating to the 
protection and preservation of fish and to 
provide penalties forthe violation thereof.“ 

The measure makes it a felony for any in- 
dividual or corporation to sell or keep in 
stock any explosive other than common gun 
powder and blasting powder for ordinary 
— 12 without first securing a permit 

rom the Mayor of St. Louis, if in this city, or 
from the clerk of the county court of what- 
ever county the purchase is made in. The 
official issuing the permit is required to keep 
a record of all such permits granted. 

The bill also provides that before any 
person authorized as above to deal In ex- 
plosives shall dispose of any he shall file an 
affidavit as to its intended use w'th the 
vender from whom the purchase is 
made. The penalty provided for 
Violating any of the clauses of the 
law are imprisonment in the Penitentiary for 
not more than two pears or in the County 
Jali for not less than thirty days or a fine of 
not less than $100 or both fine and imprison- 
ment. One-half ofall finds are directed to be 
paid to any person furnishing information 

pon which a conviction Is secured. 

Chief Harrigan says that he will at once 
take steps to notify all firms who makea 
practice of dealing inexplosives, and aftera 
given time will prosecute all who fall to com- 
ply with the provisions of the act.

NATIONAL AIRS 


Interesting Facts About the Anthems of 
Various Countries. 


When in 1886 the State Department at 
Washington sent out requests to all the coun- 
tries of the world to forward their national 
airs or songs typical of their nations, on 
John Philip Sousa, then leader of the Marine 
Band of Washington, fell the task of gath- 
ering these airs into a volume. In many in- 
stances they came tothe compiler without 
harmodious treatment of any description, 
and he supplied that deficlency without in 
any instance altering the melodic design of 
any of the airs. 

It took three years to complete the work, 
which contains nearly 300 airs. The inter- 
esting volume is full of musical as well as 
literary curios. Mr, Sousa has divided the 
airs into national, patriotic and typical 
songs. The first class embraced the airs 
which, either by official decree or Dy the 
voice of the people, are known as the princi- 
pal patriotic airs of their respective coun- 
tries. The second comprises those which 
embody words of a patriotic character or are 
sometimes used for patriotic purposes, Un- 
der the head ‘*typical’’ are placed those airs 
which are indigenous to the soll or the peo- 
ple and which came to the compiler as speci- 
mens ot national music in the broad sense of 
the term. 

Itisa remarkable fact that although the 
national songs of America are many, only 
one, Hall Columbia,“ is of American ort. 
gin. Ihe alr was apes 7 a German 
named Fyles, who was leader of the orches- 
tra of the John Street Theater in New York, 
upon the occasion of Gen. Washington's 
visit to that play-house in 1789. He called it 
President's March,“ and it soon became a

Loynoy, Sept. 13.—The eireular issued 768 
day by the National Liberal Federation, men- 
tion of which was made in 
these dispatches, is virtually an 
important ministerial manifesto.

The seven years’ discussion by the coun- 
try, the long consideration by the House of 
Commons, and the Gefinitely ascertained 
wishes of over 30,000,000 electors are all to 
count as nothing when opposed to the views 
of some 400 Conservative peers, represent.
